Thirteen persons were injured 
including 10 firemen, and many 
others escaped searing flames by 
minutes, Four of the injured are 
in hospital. The others were re- 
leased after treatment. 

A 43-mile-an-hour gale whipped 


ithe flames, They travelled a dis- 
tance of a city block in five or six 
minutes, 


| SECOND FIRE AVERTED 


A second fire in the highly-in 
dustrialized coal harbor area, two 
miles to the west, was narrowly 
averted when a blazing fishboat 
threatened tinder-dry boathouses 

Like a torch, the fishboat, the 30- 
foot Rebeka, drifted down the har- 
bor, threatened the fish fleet, and 
palatial cruisers and power boats 
at the Royal Vancouver Yacht 
club off Stanley Park. 

Finally, the blazing boat was 
beached, The cause of the fire is 
unknown, 

The False Creek fire is believed 
to have started in the Bates Saw- 
mills, but the cause was not im 
mediately determined, From there 
it spread through about a dozen 


mills, lumber yards, steel fabri 
eating mills, fuel yards and smaller 
plants, 


Among the top losers was the 
Arrow Kirk Fuels Company with 
losses estimated at $130,000, the 
fuel company lost about 8,000 tons 
of coal 

Loss at the Excelsior Paper Com 
pany plant, 50 per cent destroyed, 
was $100,000, and other plants 
placed losses at $5,000 to $50,000 
|Many others, however, had no im- 
|}mediate estimate, 
| Police and firemen rescued many 
|persons from a houseboat fleet 
| “It was like a forest fire,” said 
| houseboat man. “The flames 
jroared high above the water,” 
'WORST IN HISTORY 
| Crackling flames awakened many 
lof the people inthe Heats. Dense 
jsmoke clouds limited wisibility to 
100 feet. 
| “It was the worst fire in Van- 
Pita waterfront history.” said 
chief fire warden Archie King. 

A decade ago loss was placed at 
$1,000,000 when flames swept CPR 
Pier D, and in 1945 an explosion 
w#board the SS Greenhill Park cost 
another $1,000,000. 

Two hours after the first alarm 
at 4:18 a.m, today’s fire was under 
control, It had razed or partistly 
destroyed: 

BUILDINGS BURNED 

T'wo fuel companies, & 
plant, an asbestos plant, two paper 
stock companies, two lumber yards 
a cafe, a war salvage firm, a stone 
cutting plant, a welding shop, a 
pier, gn unknown number of small 
boats and a private home. 

The wind blowing in gusts lifted 
the fire at one point across main 
street to endanger additional in- 
dustrial buildings worth millions of 
dollars. The advance was checked 
quickly, however, before the flying 
sparks could spread further. 

Chief Macdonald said about 500 
firemen—every avallable man, in- 
cluding those off duty—fought the 
blaze. He said all equipment avail- 
able was being used,

But when exactly haif the council de- 
eides to be elsewhere when unusually im- 

nt civic business is due to come up for 
consideration, it is a pretty good indication 
that either the staff work is very gg or 
that the aldermen are disinterested.

1. The location of the auditorium, a 
matter that should be decided immediately 
if there is any chance of an auditorium 
bylaw passing in November.

2. The question of McKernan Lake re- 
zoning, sometihing of vital interest to 
every resident of that district. 

3. The location of auto camp areas, & 
point of infinite importance with the pres- 
ent desperate need for additional tourist 
accommodation, 

4. Consideration of the Hardy black 
paving recommendation, the most im- 
portant consideration of all which did not 
even rate a mention at the skeleton meet- 
ing of the mayor and five aldermen. 

All these things are vital to Edmon- 
ton, to Edmonton citizens and Edmonton 
taxpayers. 

ut they did not appear to be vital to 
the five aldermen who could not manage 
to be on hand. 

This divergence of interest between 
Edmonton people and Edmonton aldermen 
calls for samething, more than passing 
consideration. 


Hard-Fought Election In Sight 


The 851, candidates who have filed 
nomination papers for 262 seats in the 
Canadian house of commons constitute 
one of the indications of a hard-fought 
election. 

This works out to an average of 3.243 
candidates in every riding. And it may be 
noted, in passing, that the fraction, in 
more senses than one, is not altogether 
inappropriate. 

The field is not as crowded, {t is true, 
as it was in 1945 when 954 candidates 
wought 245 seats. 

But the multiplicity of those contest- 
ing each constitutency is sufficiently ro- 
bust to guarantee a thorough airing of all 
sides of every issue. 

This, in our opinion, is a wholesome 
and satisfactory circumstance. 

It is our belief that the Liberals will 
win the election and form the next govern- 
ment. The swing of democratic thinking is 
atill away from the extreme right and an 
extremely rightist government would he 
completely out of tune with the spirit of 
reform inherent in the times. 

But a vigorously contested election is 
gust as vital to good government as a vig- 
orous opposition in parliament. , 

And while The Bulletin supports the 
return of the Liberal government, we can- 
not deny that the Liberal government 
needs the chastisement of powerful criti- 


There is little doubt, for instance, that 
the average of 100 hidden taxes on every 


article of goods sold in Canada should be 
materially reduced. 

It is a certainty that government by 
order-in-council, a system which has pro- 
duced 150,000 of these orders since the 
end of the war, should be brought abruptly 
to an end. 

These weaknesses and dangers in 
Liberal administration are not enough to 
justify the defeat of the government. They 
are counterbalanced by many meritorious 
acts and by a magnificent wartime record. 

But they are vital enough to require 
constant and lusty bludgeoning both dur- 
ing the election and in the new house. 

In other words, the Liberals should 
win and shall win. F 

But without strong opposition, their 
triumph will be a disaster. And by strong 
opposition we do not mean the campaign 
of fear being waged by George Drew. 

That is why we see no anomaly in 
supporting both the Liberal party through- 
out the Dominion and Ray Milner in Ed- 
monton West. 

For Mr. Milner is a liberal in out- 
look and spirit, whatever his party brand 
may be. 

And Ray Milner is the type of man 
who will not interfere with the func- 
tioning of the best in Liberalism although 
he will not hesitate to screen out those 
abuses of Liberalism which have been 
derived from a continuation of the war- 
time tempo in spending and cabinet 
authority.

For a change we apparently 
are about to witness a wide-open 
fight in the eastern-European 
Communist bloc t+ :ett!s a family 
quarrel which finally has become 
too serious to be kept under 
cover, 

Russia is reliably reported 
about to take heavy direct action 
against politically - rebellious 
Yugoslavia, headed by tough and 
independent Marshal Tito. Mos- 
cow and its other satellite states 
are said prepared to launch a 
great offensive against Yugo- 
slavia to inflict “economic stran- 
gulation” on that premier Balkan 
state. 

This drastic program Is said to 
have been laid down at a meet- 
ing of the “Cominform” (succes- 
sor to the Comintern, or general 
staff for world revolution) which 
has been meeting in Poland, 
July 1 is the date said to have 
been fixed for the opening of 
the grand offensive, 

The trouble between Moscow 
and Yugoslavia is that this big 
Balkan state is fiercely national- 
istic and Tito epitomizes this 
spirit. That of course controverts 
1» Communist code, which main- 

: that sovereignty rests ia 
‘ow, Belgrade has refused to 
~» sender her sovereignty. 

Yugoslavia was expelled from 


the Cominform a year ago, after 
her government was accused of a 
policy hateful to Russia and of 
other deviations from Marxist- 
Leninist theory, Tito himself was 
roundly castigated, 

Now the strategy of the eco- 
nomic offensive against Yugo- 
slavia is to cut that country off 
from all trade with Russia and 
the satellite countries of east- 
ern Europe. If such a boycott 
could be made airtight, and if 
Yugoslavia could find no altern- 
ative sources of supply in the 
western world, it obviously would 
be a catastrophe for the country. 
The state is strong in agricultu- 
ral products, but is weak indus- 
trially and thus is very far from 
self-sufficient, 

All this being so, Tito’s natural 
move will be to turn to the west- 
ern democracies for supplies, 
Will he get them, or will the 
democracies merely chortle and 
say: “You made your bed, now 
lie in it?” 

As the signs tread, the western 
countries are likely to weleome 
the chance to deal with Tito. By 
so doing they might kill two 
birds with one stone—that is, 
they would esiablish a useful 
trade which western Europe 
needs, #d this would tend to
